To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Constituent  Authorities 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Combined  Area  of  North  East  Shropshire  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  for  the  Year  1955. 

Such  services  as  are  commonly  exercised  by  all  Health  Departments  are  dealt  with  in  the  sections  contributed 
by  the  Sanitary  Officers  for  their  individual  areas  and  appear  both  as  a  survey  of  the  year’s  working  and  in 
tabulated  form. 

When  preparing  this  Report  it  is  the  practice  to  scan  the  legislation  and  recommendations  which  have  been 
passed  in  the  course  of  the  twelve  months  under  consideration  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  general  results  and 
reactions  over  the  larger  area  to  what  might  be  called  recent  advances  in  hygiene  and  health  protection.  The 
varying  reactions  and  concern  felt,  in  turn,  over  such  matters  as  the  propagation  of  the  facilities  for  Health 
Education,  for  the  furthering  of  the  sale  of  Clean  Food,  for  the  maintenance  of  Cleanliness  in  the  Homes,  in 
Cafes,  in  Public  Places  and  for  other  such  recommendations.  These  at  their  inception  are  at  least  noted  in  all 
parts  but  later  assume  greater  importance  in  certain  districts,  while  other  areas,  it  may  be  due  to  limitation  of 
staff,  have  lesser  interest.  In  these  latter  the  main  concern  is  the  keeping  to  the  fore  what  might  be  called  the 
framework  of  health  and  social  service,  viz.,  the  housing,  water,  sewerage,  and  other  services  of  a  like  nature. 
Great  strides  have  been  made  in  the  expansion  of  such  standard  services  within  the  last  two  decades  and  despite 
retardations  caused  by  war  and  limited  national  economy  one  is  optimistic  that  the  day  will  soon  come  when  all 
will  have  the  major  structure  of  the  standard  services  freely  available.  This  applies  particularly  where  there  is 
the  greatest  density  of  population  and  where  the  full  establishment  of  general  services  will  permit  a  concentration 
on  what  might  be  called  the  refinements  of  social  service. 

Over  the  whole  of  the  North  Eastern  Area  this  has  been  a  year  of  epidemic  conditions  for  Measles  and,  in 
lesser  degree,  for  Whooping  Cough.  By  no  means  all  cases  of  these  diseases  have  been  notified  but  there  must 
have  been  few  children  susceptible  to  either  disease  who  escaped.  With  this  storm  weathered  it  is  probable  that 
this  area  will  show  comparative  freedom  from  these  diseases  in  the  current  year.  While  there  have  been  few 
cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  a  constant  vigilance  has  been  maintained  in  the  diagnosis  of  any  suspected  cases. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  even  minor  outbreaks  create  alarm  and  unrest  out  of  all  proportion  and  it  has  been  with 
relief  that  the  news  of  the  discovery  of  a  protective  from  this  disease  has  been  received.  No  matter  that  an  allied 
discovery  and  its  use  has  been  associated  with  setbacks.  The  statement  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  recently,  that  a 
preparation  of  vaccine  manufactured  in  this  country  will  be  available  in  1956  in  limited  supply  has  been  received 
with  satisfaction.  It  is  expected,  confidently,  that  with  the  use  of  this  form  of  vaccination  a  protection  for  young 
life  will  be  available  which  can  be  used  with  complete  assurance.  Protection  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  has  been  a  standard  service  available  in  the  county  to  all  who  ask  and  it  is  worth  while  remembering  that 
to  maintain  the  present  control,  particularly  over  Diphtheria,  a  much  higher  percentage  of  parents  must  avail 
themselves  of  this.  The  proof  of  the  efficacy  of  protection  from  Diphtheria  is  shewn  in  the  complete  absence  of 
this  disease  for  again  another  year.  During  the  year  the  County  Authority  has  made  certain  changes  in  the 
regulations  providing  for  vaccinations,  and  this  service  is  now  offered  with  wider  scope. 

A  close  association  has  been  maintained  between  this  and  the  County  Authority  and  the  Chest  Physicians 
in  combating  Tuberculosis  in  all  its  phases  and  ramifications.  The  District  Council  can  do  much  towards  the 
control  of  spread  and  for  the  well-being  of  the  sufferer  by  the  early  granting  of  suitable  homes  for  patients,  especially 
where  such  have  completed  treatment  and  are  being  discharged  from  sanatoria.  This  service  is  well  recognised 
by  many  councils.  In  the  case  of  patients  passing  to  hospital  for  treatment  particular  attention  is  given  to 
eliminating  from  their  homes  and,  particularly,  their  bedrooms,  any  possibility  of  the  transference  of  this  infection. 
The  most  densely  populated  parts  of  the  area  have  had  the  benefit  of  visits  from  Mass  Radiography  Units.  The 
reports  on  such  visits  have  shewn  that  the  discovery  of  new  cases  has  been  low.  The  Medical  Officer  has  been 
approached  on  occasion  to  have  this  service  made  available  in  the  more  rural  parts — parts  which  were  not  always 
out  of  reach  of  the  Unit  when  it  was  in  town.  The  Directors  of  these  Units,  on  such  requests,  have  stated  that 
the  returns  from  recent  visits  have  been  so  relatively  limited  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  their  services  visiting 
the  county  in  the  current  year. 

In  the  area  around  Wellington  interest  has  been  shewn  and  concern  expressed  at  the  lack  of  reasonable 
hospital  facilities  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  which  presents  a  high  ratio  of  population  and  industry.  A 
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Committee  has  been  elected  and  this  matter  has  been  explored.  Interviews  have  taken  place  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  the  whole  bearing  of  the  matter  has  been  fully  investigated.  As  it  now  stands  the  Hospital 
Board  has  given  grounds  for  hope  that  extensions  will  be  able  to  be  made  at  the  Wellington  Cottage  Hospital 
which  will  make  it  capable  of  dealing  with  cases  consonant  with  the  calls  of  the  area  and  with  the  concentration 
of  population.  While  this  will,  by  no  means,  reach  the  dimensions  of  a  general  hospital  it  will  be  a  great  advance 
and  should  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  neighbourhood. 

With  the  expectation  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  new  food  regulations  a  higher  proportion  of  time  should  be 
devoted  to  this  side  of  health  administration.  These  regulations  are  expected  to  stop  many  of  the  gaps  at  present 
encountered  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  they  will  work  in  practice.  It  is  a  hard  task  for  the  Health  Officer 
to  “  get  over  ”  this  service  and  it  is  only  with  much  goodwill  from  an  enlightened  shopkeeper  and  his  customers 
that  this  can  be  achieved.  Steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  plan  for  the  future  siting  of  slaughter¬ 
houses  over  the  whole  country.  This  has  been  the  subject  of  a  Ministerial  Report.  The  proposed  location  in 
Shropshire  has  aroused  interest  in  the  eastern  area  which  at  the  moment,  in  Wellington,  has  an  abattoir  run  on 
commercial  principles.  This  undertaking  is  being  carefully  studied  and  the  results  of  its  working  will  be  assessed 
in  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  which  will  demonstrate  the  suitability  of  Wellington  as  a  site  for  a  national 
abattoir. 

As  in  the  past  a  close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  the  County  Authority 
in  the  supervision  and  control  of  milk  and  its  bye-products.  In  practice  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  a  ready 
willingness  to  consult  and  advise  on  the  measures  to  be  taken  as  the  occasion  arises.  Progress  in  this  is  expected 
with  the  designation  of  certain  parts  of  the  county  as  “  specified  areas  ” — districts  in  which  milk  of  special 
character  will  be  sold  and  no  untreated  milk  will  be  allowed  to  pass  to  the  private  consumer. 

Since  the  war  much  has  been  done  to  house  the  worker.  Such  new  dwellings  have  been  the  subject  of  grants 
from  the  Government  subsidies.  Now  it  is  proposed  to  limit  such  financial  aid  to  houses  which  are  classified  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  for  a  limited  number  of  other  conditions.  This  will  greatly  reduce  the  monetary 
help  which  will  flow  to  the  districts.  Generally  Council  Houses  have  been  allocated  in  the  past  without  regard  to 
any  means  test  but  from  time  to  time  it  has  been  felt  that  there  are  those  applying  whose  financial  status  is  such 
that  they  should  be  well  able  if  not  to  fend  for  themselves  at  least  to  meet  a  rent  not  state  aided.  To  the  writer 
it  appears  that  something  more  could  be  done  to  provide  homes  for  the  middle  class  of  small  family  or  the  single 
persons.  In  this  direction  steps  have  been  taken  by  one  authority  to  plan  for  the  building  of  flats  with  limited 
accommodation  and  requiring  the  minimum  of  furnishing.  The  calls  for  this  type  of  home  would  appear  to  arise 
mainly  in  the  larger  urban  districts.  In  the  meantime,  most  authorities  are  pushing  on  with  slum  clearance 
schemes  and  development,  and  as  these  schemes  progress  considerable  changes  in  the  appearance  of  these  areas 
are  taking  place. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  water  supply  service  assumes  considerable  importance.  The  possibility  of  improving 
the  use  to  the  householder  and  the  lessening  of  maintenance  costs  to  the  purveyors  by  means  of  a  general  water 
softening  process  is  an  objective  which  might  be  kept  in  mind.  Despite  the  cost  it  would  seem  that  this  would 
be  offset  by  domestic  economy.  Water,  sewerage,  refuse  collection  and  the  like  are  services  which  are  accepted 
by  the  public  without  thought  until  such  time  as  interruption  in  their  workings  arise.  It  is  at  such  times  that 
any  weaknesses  in  these  schemes  are  brought  to  notice  and  these  weaknesses,  more  often  than  not,  occur  with  the 
advent  of  the  most  severe  weather  conditions.  It  would  seem  that  these  major  services  and  their  satisfactory 
working  are  the  prerogative  of  the  ratepayer  and  should  be  able  to  function  without  aid  or  help  from  the  public. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Officer  varies  according  to  the  districts  and  to  the  appointments  and  the  staff  in 
office.  It  is  by  means  of  a  report  such  as  this  that  a  comparison  can  be  made  of  the  varieties  of  public  health 
activities  and  where  there  are  omissions  in  the  set-up  these  can  be  rectified.  The  writer  expects  to  be,  and  is 
generally,  kept  informed  of  the  factors  bearing  on  health  in  the  various  areas  and  where  this  is  not  done  it  should 
be  rectified. 

The  Medical  Officer,  in  closing  this  preface  to  the  Annual  Report,  takes  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Officers  for  their  co-operation  in  the  year  and  for  the  smooth  working  of  the  health  and  sanitary  services.

Mr.  Adams,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : — 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  a  full  survey  was  made  of  all  the  houses  in  the  district  to  ascertain  the  numbers  of  unfit  and 
other  substandard  houses.  It  resulted  in  488  houses  being  considered  as  unfit  and  only  suitable  for  clearance, 
and  a  further  906  which  were  also  substandard.  The  Council  decided  to  commence  a  programme  for  the  clearance 
of  the  unfit  houses,  and  to  this  end,  agreed  to  reserve  30%  of  all  new  houses  built  for  rehousing  families  from 
these  properties. 

The  number  of  houses  which  are  substandard,  but  which  are  going  to  continue  in  existence  for  an  unknown 
number  of  years,  cannot  be  ignored.  At  present,  including  the  unfit  houses,  there  are  523  houses  in  the  district 
without  an  indoor  supply  of  piped  water.  This  includes  the  houses  supplied  by  1 1  wells  scattered  over  the  area. 
There  are  1,092  houses  in  the  area  having  dry  sanitation.  Thus,  out  of  a  total  of  1,800  privately  owned  houses 
in  the  area,  approximately  60%  are  lacking  water  closets,  in  this,  the  age  of  hydrogen  bombs  and  automation. 

During  the  year  only  five  applications  for  closet  conversion  grant  were  received,  which  indicates  that  the 
number  of  owners  who  are  prepared  to  convert  their  properties  voluntarily  is  just  about  exhausted.  A  firm 
Council  policy  of  forcing  conversions  at  those  properties  which  can  easily  be  connected  to  the  sewer  would  seem 
to  be  the  only  answer  to  the  problem,  and  in  the  end  this  would  save  ratepayers  having  to  bear  the  burden  of 
loan  charges  on  the  new  sewerage  schemes,  and  also  the  cost  of  the  night  soil  service. 

The  attitude  of  some  of  the  occupants  living  in  the  old  houses  could  only  cause  amazement.  Often  cases 
were  found  where  a  family  had  lived  for  many  years  in  the  same  house  with  no  great  improvement  in  the  amenities 
available,  apart  from  the  addition  of  electricity,  who  had  wireless  or  T.V.  sets  arrayed  in  the  corner,  but  who 
would  not  have  piped  water  taken  into  the  house,  even  if  a  main  was  available  just  outside  the  door  because 
“  It’s  not  our  house,  and  we  don’t  see  why  we  should  put  it  in  someone  else’s  property.”  The  husbands  were 
quite  amenable  to  the  wife  trotting  off  to  the  local  standpipe  and  staggering  back  several  times  daily  with  a  bucket 
of  water  in  each  hand. 

The  credit  squeeze  at  the  year  end  delayed  commencement  on  a  further  housing  estate,  and  it  is  a  point  of 
conjecture  as  to  how  far  the  building  of  Council  houses  will  continue. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  service  proceeded  reasonably  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  old  10  cu.  yd.  side  loader  refuse  vehicle, 
which  was  just  about  worn  out,  was  replaced  in  October  by  an  18  cu.  yds.  fore  and  aft  tipper,  which  enabled 
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twice  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be  carried  per  load,  and  undoubtedly  helped  to  maintain  the  refuse  collection  at  a 
weekly  service,  with  no  extra  men,  despite  the  addition  of  140  Council  houses  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  did  give  some  cause  for  concern  during  the  year,  as  persistently  bad  sample  results  were 
obtained  for  several  weeks.  Due  to  the  point  of  chlorination  being  so  far  from  the  point  of  consumption,  and  the 
number  of  times  the  mains  were  subjected  to  additional  connections,  and  damaged  due  to  the  laying  of  a  sewer 
or  gas  mains,  etc.,  in  the  district,  some  trouble  was  anticipated,  an  increase  of  chlorine  dose  did  relieve  the  trouble. 


SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  proceeded  throughout  the  year  on  the  sewering  of  a  large  portion  of  the  area,  this  being  the  second 
part  of  the  post  war  sewerage  schemes. 

FOOD 

The  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  expected  to  be  issued  during  the  year.  The  number  of  visits  to 
food  shops  was  not  increased  until  these  were  available  for  enforcement. 

The  public  houses  were  again  visited,  and  the  number  of  premises  without  faults  is  slowly  rising  year  by 
year,  but  one  wonders  whether  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  will  blacken  this  picture  or  not. 

The  amount  of  meat  inspected  during  the  year  was  not  very  great,  and  it  is  difficult  to  visualise  why  there  is 
any  great  need  for  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The  majority  of  the  meat  sold  is  not  slaughtered  in  the 
area,  therefore  the  question  of  improved  quality,  as  advocated  by  certain  sections  of  the  trade,  would  appear  to 
fall  flat. 

The  standard  of  milk  samples  throughout  the  year  was  quite  good,  the  one  supply  of  undesignated  milk 
being  submitted  for  regular  biological  examination. 


BLOOD  TRANSFUSION 

The  Council  gave  their  backing  to  a  campaign  to  get  a  regular  visit  of  the  Birmingham  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  for  local  donors  to  attend.  The  first  session  was  extremely  well  attended  as  101  donors  gave  blood, 
including  many  people  who  had  not  given  previously.  The  winter  session,  though  not  quite  so  well  attended 
due  to  the  evidence  of  colds,  etc.,  was  still  satisfactory. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

The  Wolverhampton  Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  its  first  visit  to  Dawley  in  the  Autumn,  again  at  the 
instigation  of  the  Council.  This,  I  feel,  was  not  well  attended,  due,  I  think,  partly  to  the  poor  publicity  which 
its  visit  received,  and  also  to  the  reluctance  of  many  of  the  general  public  to  take  advantage  of  the  service. 


CARAVANS 

The  number  of  families  living  in  caravans  reduced  during  the  year,  as  the  housing  situation  in  the  area  became 
a  little  easier.  The  number  of  double  decker  buses  still  occupied  has  been  gradually  reduced  until  there  are  now 
only  very  few  in  use. 


CONTROL  OF  VERMIN  AND  DISINFESTATION 

The  Joint  Pests  Scheme  continued  to  operate  successfully  during  the  year,  and  no  difficulties  were  experienced.

HOUSING 

During  the  year  this  important  major  service  received  much  consideration  from  the  Housing  Committee, 
new  sites  were  visited  and  it  was  found  that  approximately  130  houses  could  be  built  on  the  land  under  considera¬ 
tion. 


A  start  has  been  made  on  the  inspection  of  unfit  properties  in  the  town  and  it  would  appear  that  some  130 
houses  will  have  to  be  demolished  during  the  next  five  years.  In  the  current  year,  one  Clearance  Order  has  been 
made  and  one  Undertaking  has  been  accepted.  Two  houses  have  been  demolished.  Forty-four  houses  have 
been  built  during  the  year,  22  by  the  Council  and  22  privately.  Six  applications  were  received  for  grants  under 
the  1949  Housing  Act,  all  were  approved  and  were  valued  at  £1,412.  Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to 
33  Council  houses,  each  house  being  fitted  with  a  hot  water  installation,  the  total  cost  being  £2,014. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  OTHER  FOOD 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  3,659  carcases  being  inspected,  in 
addition,  regular  inspections  are  carried  out  at  premises  having  their  meat  slaughtered  outside  the  district. 

In  the  table  set  out  in  the  report  in  relation  to  meat  inspection,  the  various  percentages  of  disease  are  given. 
During  the  year  two  carcases  were  totally  condemned  with  advanced  tuberculosis  and  the  percentage  of  cattle 
(excluding  cows)  affected  with  T.B.  was  5%  and  pigs  showed  a  percentage  of  2-01%.  Disease  other  than  T.B. 
were  Cattle  (excluding  cows)  33-20%,  Cows  80%,  Calves  7-89%,  Sheep  10-75%,  Pigs  6-33%.  1  am  quite  sure 
that  after  reading  the  above  report,  that  most  people  will  agree  that  meat  inspection  is  a  very  necessary  service. 

FOOD  PREMISES  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  to  all  Food  Premises  in  the  area  during  the  year.  No  statutory  action 
has  been  necessary. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Inspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time,  in  some  cases  complete  reconstruction  has  been  carried  out 
providing  better  facilities  and  better  sanitary  accommodation. 

ICE  CREAM 

Sampling  and  inspection  of  retailers’  premises  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  Four  samples  were 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  one  grade  1,  one  grade  2  and  two  were  void.  Due  to  the 
high  temperature  of  the  Shrewsbury  water  supply,  tests  could  not  be  made  on  these.

FOOD  POISONING 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  has  been  reported  during  the  year. 

MILK 

During  the  year  88  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  1  was  found  to  be  sub¬ 
standard.  Six  samples  were  taken  for  biological  examination,  no  positive  result  was  obtained. 

WATER 

A  satisfactory  supply  of  drinking  water  is  maintained  in  the  district,  samples  are  taken  every  month.  Two 
samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  repeat  samples  were  taken  and  they  proved  to  be  up  to  standard.  Complaints 
have  been  received  regarding  lack  of  pressure  in  some  areas  of  the  town,  the  Water  Company’s  engineers  are 
at  present  investigating  this  complaint. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  COLLECTION 

This  service  continued  to  operate  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  A  weekly  collection  is  being  operated  throughout 
the  year.  Means  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  VERMIN  CONTROL 

Twenty-one  premises  were  treated  during  the  year  ;  it  is  estimated  that  125  rats  were  exterminated  during 
the  year.  The  sewerage  system  is  treated  three  times  per  year.  Six  parcels  of  clothing  were  disinfected  and  two 
lots  of  bedding.  One  dwelling  house  was  treated  for  a  bug  infestation.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  by  a  borehole  owned  by  the  Council.  In  addition  to  the  Urban  District  the  parishes  of 
Church  Aston,  Chetwynd  Aston,  and  Longford  in  the  Wellington  Rural  District,  receive  their  water  from  the 
Council’s  Works. 

Periodical  samples  have  been  taken  and  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  reported  as  highly  satis¬ 
factory.  The  supply  is  chlorinated. 

The  preparation  of  schemes  for  the  modernisation  of  the  works  and  to  increase  storage  have  been  postponed 
until  a  reasonably  sufficient  emergency  supply  can  be  obtained.  It  is  hoped  that  a  supply  from  Stafford  Rural 
District  Council  will  be  of  great  assistance  and  negotiations  for  an  emergency  supply  are  at  present  taking  place 
between  the  two  Councils. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Tenders  were  received  for  the  modernisation  of  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the  reconstruction 
of  certain  sewers.  However,  due  to  unforeseen  circumstances,  the  original  scheme  is  being  re-examined  and  a 
fair  amount  of  additional  work  to  that  originally  planned  appears  to  be  inevitable. 

The  existing  works  are  subject  to  considerable  overloading  and  maintenance  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult 

A  short  length  of  sewer  extension  was  completed  during  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  continued  satisfactorily.  The  tip  has  been  efficiently  treated  for  rats. 
SALVAGE 

Waste  paper  and  cardboard  has  been  collected  from  business  premises  only.  The  service  has  been  operated 
at  a  loss.  At  present  prices,  however,  the  absence  of  considerable  quantities  of  paper  at  the  tip  affords  a 
proportionate  decrease  in  the  latter’s  maintenance. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

There  are  two  Public  Conveniences  in  Newport — at  Middle  Row  and  Stafford  Street. 
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COUNCIL  HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  erection  of  forty  Council  dwellings  was  commenced.  Schemes  under  consideration 
include  the  conversion  of  a  dwelling  into  three  flats  and  the  extension  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Estate  at 
Broomfield. 

The  number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council  is  389 — a  very  favourable  comparison  to  those  owned  by 
other  Councils  having  regard  to  the  population  ratio.  The  number  of  persons  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  202. 

PRIVATE  HOUSING 

During  the  year  five  private  dwellings  were  completed. 

UNFIT  HOUSES 

The  Housing  Survey  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  been  completed. 
Eighty-four  dwellings  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  so  defective  as  to  be  suitable  for  procedure 
by  either  Section  11  or  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  It  should  take  approximately  five  years  to  deal 
with  all  these  properties.  Thirty-one  dwellings  have  been  scheduled  for  consideration  during  the  first  year. 
Repairs  to  houses  other  than  those  referred  to  above  have  been  negotiated  informally. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Sixteen  licences  have  been  issued  during  the  year.  During  inspections  of  the  dwellings,  conditions  have 
been  found  to  be  satisfactory.

SALVAGE 

A  regular  collection  of  salvage  continues  to  be  made  at  the  minimum  cost  by  collecting  salvage  in  trailers 
towed  behind  refuse  vehicles.  Unquestionably  salvage  is  a  profit-making  venture  and  a  source  of  income  to  the 
Authority. 

A  fire  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  baling  shed  which  was  of  crude  construction  ;  unfortunately  extensive 
damage  was  done.  A  new  concrete  building  has  now  been  erected  and  an  electric  baling  press  installed,  with 
the  hope  that  by  using  modern  methods  a  higher  output  at  a  lower  cost  will  ensue. 

A  resumption  of  tin  collections  was  made,  the  sale  price  is  under  negotiation.  There  is  some  merit,  however, 
in  keeping  tins  out  of  the  tip,  better  consolidation  is  effected.  The  amount  of  tins  keeps  on  increasing  with  the 
amount  of  tinned  food  consumed.

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REFUSE 


The  collection  of  refuse  continues  on  a  weekly  collection.  A  better  type  of  men  is  now  employed.  Difficulties 
do  arise  with  labour  but  have  been  overcome. 

The  long  hot  dry  summer  had  its  effect  on  the  nature  of  refuse  collected  and  some  anxiety  about  tip  fires 
was  experienced  ;  the  utmost  difficulty  in  keeping  controlled  tipping  with  so  high  a  paper  content  was  found. 

Beneficial  effects  in  controlled  tipping  are  beginning  to  show  as  the  results  of  training  the  men  in  these  methods.

Verminous  Persons  and  Clothing.  The  need  for  the  provision  of  a  station  for  the  disinfestation  of  persons 
and  effects  remains. 


HOUSING 

Housing  work  engaged  the  almost  undivided  attention  of  the  Department  during  the  year.  Clearance  of 
sub-standard  dwellings  increased,  six  clearance  schemes  involving  70  houses,  the  homes  of  124  adults  and  20 
children.  Five  individual  houses  had  demolition  orders  served  upon  them,  these  dwellings  represented  the  homes 
of  13  adults  and  four  children. 

As  a  general  policy  sites  are  re-developed,  with  the  advantage  of  keeping  a  balance  in  the  district  and  the 
fullest  employment  of  sites,  which  otherwise  could  deteriorate  into  derelict  eyesores.  This  will  be  undertaken 
in  Church  Street,  Oakengates,  where  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  awaiting  enquiry  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  figures  quoted  above  are  cold  facts.  The  rehousing  of  the  people  involves  many  problems  ;  it  is  difficult 
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to  uproot  tenants  of  long  standing  with  firmly  established  interests  in  a  particular  area  to  an  entirely  different 
environment.  When  rehousing  tenants  every  effort  is  made  to  consider  them  as  human  beings  with  feelings 
and  not  as  units.  Whilst  this  consideration  complicates  the  rehousing,  it  is  felt  worthwhile  to  have  the  tenants 
happily  settled  in  new  surroundings  from  which  they  can  benefit  to  the  full.  Difficulties  inevitably  have  to  be 
adjusted,  particularly  due  to  the  increased  rent  paid.  After  living  in  their  new  homes  with  the  additional  amenities, 
success  appears  to  have  attained  their  efforts,  as  seldom  it  is  heard  of  a  desire  to  return  to  their  previous  circum¬ 
stances — indeed,  in  many  cases  the  transformation  of  their  lives  is  very  gratifying. 

Inspection  of  houses  in  a  proposed  scheme  is  slow  and  sometimes  monotonous,  especially  as  rigid  attention 
to  details  of  defects  is  an  essential  in  the  preparation  of  any  scheme,  owners  do  not  view  with  equanimity  the  loss 
of  income  from  the  dwellings.  Indeed,  many  are  hostile.  The  confirmation  of  all  representations  to  date  confirm 
the  value  of  the  work  put  into  the  schemes.

FOOD  HYGIENE  AND  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

I  once  heard  of  a  catering  manager  who  said  that  there  was  only  one  boss  in  his  concern,  and  that  was  profit. 
A  short  while  afterwards  his  firm  was  prosecuted  for  an  offence  against  the  food  byelaws,  and  as  a  result  of  the 
adverse  publicity  the  firm  had  to  close  down  within  18  months.  I  think  it  is  true  to  say  that  food  traders  are 
beginning  to  realise  more  and  more  that  food  hygiene  pays  good  dividends.  It  may  also  be  true  to  say  that  if 
there  are  dirty  shops  it  is  because  there  are  dirty  customers,  but  I  am  sure  that  the  shopping  public  are  becoming 
increasingly  disgusted  with  dirty  food  handling  habits. 

The  only  difficulty  is  that  so  much  trade  and  public  opinion  is  ill  formed.  We  do  not  wish  everyone  to 
become  bacteriologists  but  they  should  know  which  foods  are  most  likely  to  allow  bacteria  to  multiply  rapidly, 
and  they  should  know  where  the  dangerous  bacteria  are  likely  to  come  from.  It  was  with  this  in  mind  that  we 
produced  a  monthly  Clean  Food  Bulletin,  which  is  distributed  to  all  food  traders  and  other  interested  bodies. 

We  have  used  several  means  of  health  education  during  1955,  for  example  in  the  Civic  Exhibition,  which 
was  a  great  success  and  which  was  attended  by  about  8,000  people  ;  we  took  every  opportunity  of  preaching 
clean  food.  Lectures  on  the  subject  have  been  given  to  the  senior  domestic  science  classes  at  the  schools.  Materials 
for  this  work  has  been  obtained  from  the  Ministry  and  from  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education. 

The  food  premises  in  the  town  have  been  visited  regularly.  We  have  asked  traders  to  avoid  actually  handling 
the  food  as  far  as  possible  by  the  use  of  tongs,  scoops  and  forks.  This  is  particularly  important  in  connection 
with  fancy  cakes  and  cooked  meats.  There  are  obvious  difficulties  in  connection  with  certain  lines  but  it  is  not 
beyond  the  capacity  of  the  food  trade  to  overcome  them. 

No  statutory  action  was  necessary  under  the  bye-laws  during  the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING 

Five  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  This  should  not  be  regarded  as  giving  any 
indication  of  the  true  position.  The  number  of  cases  is  probably  more  in  the  region  of  five  hundred.  It  is 
probably  only  the  worst  cases  which  are  brought  to  our  notice,  except  when  there  is  a  serious  outbreak.  Most 
cases  of  food  poisoning  take  a  fairly  mild  form  and  will  inconvenience  a  person  only  slightly.  We  must  not, 
however,  be  complacent.  Food  poisoning  could  equally  have  very  serious  consequences  for  the  person  suffering 
from  it. 

LICENSED  PREMISES 

The  full  annual  report  on  the  business,  living  and  sanitary  amenities  of  the  licensed  houses  in  the  district, 
which  in  previous  years  has  been  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee,  copies  of  which  were  sent  to  the  Licensing 
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Magistrates,  has  been  discontinued.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  matters  with  which  it  has  been  concerned 
have  now  been  reduced  to  minor  items  in  which  the  Magistrates  can  hardly  be  interested  and  which  are  readily 
put  right  by  the  owners  and  licensees  when  their  attention  is  drawn  to  them. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  almost  all  the  houses  was  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  generally  speaking  the 
bar  hygiene  was  found  to  be  good. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

During  the  year  30  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  were  sent  for  examination,  all  of  which  satisfied  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test,  and  the  Phosphatase  Test.  These  tests  show  that  the  milks  were  free  from  bacterial  contamination 
and  had  been  satisfactorily  pasteurised. 

There  is  only  one  supply  of  raw  milk  coming  into  the  district  and  this  is  tuberculin  tested.  The  results  of 
quarterly  samples  showed  that  the  milk  was  free  from  bacterial  contamination  and  tubercule  baccilli.  The  dairies 
in  the  district  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


ICE  CREAM 

In  this  district  there  are  53  retailers.  Although  two  premises  are  registered  for  manufacture,  only  one  has 
been  used  during  the  year.  Ten  retailers  sell  loose  ice  cream. 

Seventy-two  samples  were  taken  in  all,  34  of  them  being  of  loose  ice  cream.  The  standard  of  care  and 
cleanliness  revealed  by  the  sampling  was  satisfactory  but  some  difficulties  were  encountered  in  the  case  of  one 
brand  of  loose  ice  cream  manufactured  outside  the  district.  Investigations  into  the  cause  of  this  could  not  be 
continued  because  of  the  drop  in  sales  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

WATER 

The  water  supplies  to  the  district  have  been  sampled  regularly.  Those  from  Woodfield  and  Slang  Lane 
Boreholes  have  been  consistently  satisfactory.  Samples  taken  after  filtration  at  Wrekin  Reservoir  have  shown 
regular  coliform  contamination,  although  faecal  coli  have  generally  been  absent.  The  18  samples  of  water  taken 
after  chlorination,  as  supplied  to  the  town,  were  highly  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  had  to  be  restricted  at  night  for  several  weeks,  but  this  is  not  likely  to  occur  again  since  the 
completion  of  the  new  duplicate  rising  main  from  Admaston  to  Woodfield  Pumping  Station. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The  new  private  slaughterhouse  at  Springhill,  which  is  operated  by  a  private  company  of  local  butchers, 
came  into  use  on  the  1st  of  June.  The  opening  of  this  slaughterhouse  was  made  necessary  because  of  the  dearth 
of  slaughtering  facilities  in  the  area  and  the  position  has  now  been  somewhat  improved.  Apart  from  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  connection  with  the  two  bacon  factories  there  is  only  one  other  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which 
has  been  licensed,  and  it  does  not  appear  likely  that  this  will  be  used. 

The  Council  have  been  in  further  communication  with  the  appropriate  Ministry  in  support  of  their  claim 
that  Wellington  is  the  most  suitable  district  in  which  to  construct  a  large  slaughterhouse  to  serve  the  needs  of  the 
county  as  part  of  the  proposed  concentration  of  slaughtering. 

The  Report  of  the  Inter-departmental  Committee  on  slaughterhouses  suggested  that  the  greater  part  of 
Shropshire,  with  a  population  of  219,000,  should  be  served  by  one  slaughterhouse,  and  Shrewsbury  was  suggested 
as  its  possible  site.  The  Wellington  Council  have,  however,  received  the  support  of  their  neighbouring  authorities 
in  their  claim  to  be  a  more  convenient  centre.  As  the  Government  have  not  yet  made  any  decision  on  the  Report 
nothing  further  can  be  done  in  the  matter.

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DISPOSAL  OF  CONDEMNED  FOOD 


Meat  which  has  been  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouses  is  stained  green  before  being  removed  by  a  processing 
firm  who  sterilise  it  at  their  premises  outside  the  district. 

Other  foods  which  have  been  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  dosed  with 
disinfectant  before  being  buried  in  the  Council’s  tip. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

An  anxious  mother  recently  asked  me  if  I  could  tell  her  on  which  day  of  the  week  the  swimming  bath  water 
was  changed.  She  wished  to  send  her  son  on  the  safest  day.  She  was  amazed  when  I  was  able  to  tell  her  that  a 
continuous  process  of  purification  ensured  a  complete  change  of  water  every  four  hours. 

Ten  samples  of  bath  water  were  sent  for  bacterial  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

SCHOOLS 

The  secondary  and  primary  schools  in  the  district  were  again  the  subject  of  annual  inspection  and  a  copy 
of  the  report  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  sent  to  the  County  Authority. 

The  use  of  St.  Patrick’s  Roman  Catholic  School  buildings  on  Mill  Bank,  which  all  authorities  agree  are 
most  unsatisfactory,  will  have  to  be  continued  for  a  further  period.  The  proposal  to  include  a  new  school  in  the 
1956-57  County  building  has  been  rejected  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  on  the  grounds  that  replacement  of 
existing  buildings,  other  than  as  a  minor  project,  is  not  a  criterion  of  present  Ministry  building  policy.  The 
largest  possible  minor  project  is  therefore  proposed,  and  if  it  is  approved  will  authorise  the  spending  of  £10,000 
for  the  construction  of  part  of  the  new  school,  namely  two  classrooms  and  ancillary  accommodation.  This 
will  relieve  the  overcrowding  at  the  Mill  Bank  School  (some  of  the  children  are  at  present  being  taught  in  the 
Parish  Church  Hall  and  two  classes  are  sharing  one  classroom  at  Mill  Bank),  but  will  leave  the  old  buildings  in 
full  occupation. 

HOUSING 

The  Housing  Survey  which  was  begun  last  year  has  been  completed  by  the  inspection  of  over  300  more 
houses,  bringing  the  total  number  of  houses  inspected  in  the  survey  to  about  550.  The  following  figures  are  of 
interest.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  number  of  new  houses  required  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  slum  clearance 
in  the  next  five  years  is  something -in  the  region  of  150  houses.  The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
have  intimated  that  they  are  satisfied  with  the  Council’s  Five-year  Clearance  Programme. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  another  75  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Fifty-one  private  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  47  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  it. 

Clearance  action  was  commenced  during  the  year  in  respect  of  14  houses.  Individual  Demolition  Orders 
were  made  in  respect  of  five  houses  and  one  Closing  Order  was  made.  Families  were  rehoused  from  24  houses. 

In  1955  no  statutory  action  was  necessary  in  order  to  secure  the  repair  of  houses.  After  informal  action, 
defects  were  remedied  at  79  houses. 

Improvement  Grants  are  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  from  whom  I  learn  that  only  1 1  have 
been  granted  this  year.  This  is  an  improvement  on  last  year  but  as  the  above  figures  indicate  many  more  improve¬ 
ments  of  this  sort  are  called  for. 
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The  Housing  Rents  and  Repairs  Act.  1954,  in  so  far  as  the  rent  increase  is  concerned,  has  been  a  failure. 
As  far  as  I  can  ascertain  very  few  owners  of  property  have  taken  advantage  of  the  increase,  either  because  the 
increase  was  negligible  or  else  the  repairs  which  they  would  have  to  carry  out  in  order  to  qualify  for  it  were  too 
great.  It  is  a  pity  that  something  more  realistic  has  not  been  done  because,  generally  speaking,  as  it  is  at  present, 
the  rents  in  rent  restricted  property  are  so  low  that  they  do  not  cover  the  cost  of  reasonable  maintenance,  and 
they  have  not  done  so  for  many  years,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  owners  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping  their 
houses  in  a  fit  state  for  their  tenants  to  live  in. 

New  cases  of  overcrowding  reported  during  the  year  amounted  to  twelve.  Twenty-six  such  cases  were 
relieved,  mostly  by  the  allocation  of  a  council  house.  The  number  of  persons  concerned  was  103. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Section  No.  3  of  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  was  commenced  during  the  year.  It  comprises 
the  Eastern  Relief  Sewer,  storm  water  culvert  and  sewer,  and  humas  tanks,  biological  filters  and  irrigation  area 
at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  contract  date  for  completion  is  the  30th  September,  1956.  Schemes  1  and  2 
which  were  commenced  last  year  were  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  Dustbin  Provision  Scheme  has  now  been  operating  for  its  first  full  year,  and  householders  and 
property  owners  in  the  town  have  become  more  accustomed  to  it.  So  far  over  400  bins  are  out  on  hire. 

The  duties  of  Cleansing  Superintendent  are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  land  reclamation  at  the  Refuse  Tip  at  Ketley.  A  weekly  collection  of 
household  refuse  is  maintained. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Urban  districts  of  Dawley  and  Newport,  and  Rural  districts  of  Wellington  and  Shifnal,  together  with 
this  district,  combine  to  operate  the  Joint  Rodent  Control  Scheme  which  is  administered  from  this  office. 

During  the  year  man-power  was  increased  from  two  men  and  one  man  on  half  time  to  three  men.  This  was 
because  the  Shropshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  decided  to  relinquish  their  contracts  for  rodent  control 
on  farms.  They  did  this  on  the  understanding  that  a  service  at  least  equal  to  theirs  would  be  provided  by  the 
local  authorities.  The  Joint  Scheme  is  quite  capable  of  providing  this  and  where  A.E.C.  contracts  expire  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  concerned  offer  our  services. 

The  success  of  a  joint  scheme  such  as  this  depends  on  the  full  co-operation  of  everyone  concerned,  and  this 
spirit  most  certainly  prevails  not  only  with  the  Committee,  but  particularly  with  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
not  least  with  the  Operatives.  Important  work  is  also  carried  out  conscientiously  in  the  office  by  Mrs.  G.  B. 
Swales  and  Miss  L.  Ward.  This  is  particularly  the  case  with  Mrs.  G.  B.  Swales  who  puts  a  great  deal  of  construc¬ 
tive  thought  into  the  scheme.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  importance  of  a  pure  piped  water  supply  would  appear  to  warrant  a  high  degree  of  priority  in  rural 
areas  where  the  agricultural  communities  have  to  rely  on  shallow  wells.  The  necessity  of  having  a  pure  piped 
water  supply  available  when  dealing  with  applications  for  grant  under  the  1949  Housing  Act,  is  revealing  the 
limitations  of  the  hand  pump  with  wells  liable  to  pollution  from  the  surface,  and  also  during  repairs  to  pumps. 
Electric  pumps  are  helping  to  combat  the  absence  of  a  mains  supply  to  properties  which  would  otherwise  not 
have  the  advantages  of  modern  sanitation. 

Ightfield  Supply.  Future  Development.  Tenders  have  been  received  for  further  extensions  of  this  supply. 
15"  bore  will  be  brought  into  use  and  new  6"  rising  main  from  new  bore  to  reservoir  at  Ightfield  together  with  the 
supply  main  to  Adderley  via  Shavington  Park  with  extensions  to  Spoonley. 

Hodnet  Supply.  The  Ministry  have  now  under  consideration  the  provision  of  a  ring  main  from  Marchamley, 
via  Marchamley  Wood  to  join  the  main  from  Hodnet  at  Wollerton. 

South  Eastern  Parishes.  The  Consulting  Engineers  are  now  in  a  position  to  submit  definite  proposals  to  the 
Ministry  for  this  Scheme  which  includes  the  sinking  of  new  bore. 

The  Scheme  will  provide  a  piped  supply  to  Hinstock,  Stoke-on-Tern,  Sutton-on-Tern  and  also  supply 
Cheswardine  and  Childs  Ercall. 

Cheswardine  Supply.  This  former  estate  supply  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Rural  Council.  Improve¬ 
ments  have  been  carried  out  with  resultant  efficiency  of  the  rams,  thereby  reducing  the  cost  of  electric  pumping 
at  the  bore.  The  bore  supplements  the  supply  from  the  rams. 

The  consumption  of  Cheswardine  Village  is  4,745,000  gallons  for  year  ending  31st  December  1955,  equal  to 
13,000  per  day.  Chipnal  consumption  is  estimated  at  2,300,000  gallons  per  year,  equal  to  6,301  gallons  per  day. 

Six  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  direct  from  the  springs  at  the  inlet  at  Water  Tower.  Three  were 
highly  satisfactory,  one  fairly  satisfactory,  one  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory  sample  which  showed  scanty 
growth  of  coliform  organisms,  none  of  which  appeared  to  be  of  excretal  origin. 

Seven  bacteriological  samples  were  also  taken  after  chlorination.  Five  were  highly  satisfactory,  one  satis¬ 
factory  and  one  unsatisfactory  for  a  chlorinated  supply.  The  unsatisfactory  cannot  be  accounted  for  as  further 
samples  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Childs  Ercall  Supply.  The  Council  have  taken  steps  to  purchase  the  site  of  bore  and  reservoir  and  also 
wayleaves  of  supply  mains  which  are  at  present  under  requisition  from  the  Admiralty.  Improvements  to  the 
pumping  plant  has  resulted  in  a  saving  of  electrical  running  costs. 

The  Manor  Fields  Housing  Estate  and  the  village  now  have  a  supply  from  this  source.  Consumption  for 
year  ending  31st  October,  1955,  is  3,088,000  gallons,  equal  to  8,460  gallons  per  day. 

Two  bacteriological  samples  taken  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Ightfield  Supply.  Consumption  for  year  ending  31st  October,  1955,  was  23,595,000  gallons  equal  to  64,643 
gallons  per  day  (comparative  figure,  1954,  was  48,192  gallons  per  day). 

Three  bacteriological  samples  taken  were  highly  satisfactory. 
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Hodnet  Supply  (chlorinated).  Consumption  No.  1  bore  1,030,000  gallons.  No.  2  bore  9,327,000  gallons. 
Total  for  year  ending  31st  October,  1955,  10,357,000,  equal  to  28,375  gallons  per  day  (compared  with  22,624 
gallons  per  day  in  1954). 

Twenty-five  bacteriological  samples  were  taken — 21  samples  were  highly  satisfactory,  three  were  not  entirely 
satisfactory  and  one  sample  unsatisfactory  for  a  chlorinated  supply. 

Eighteen  samples  were  taken  before  chlorination.  Nine  were  highly  satisfactory,  one  fairly  satisfactory, 
one  satisfactory  and  five  samples  showed  scanty  growth  of  coliform  organisms,  none  of  which  appeared  to  be 
of  excretal  origin  and  two  samples  unsatisfactory. 

The  cause  of  these  adverse  samples  has  had  the  consideration  of  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  the  indications 
are  that  surface  water  penetrated  into  the  bore  during  heavy  rains.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  safeguard  the  supply. 

Woore.  Bulk  supply  from  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board,  Yearly  consumption  11,032,000 
gallons,  equal  to  30,224  gallons  per  day. 

Norton-in-Hales.  Bulk  purchase  (as  for  Woore).  Yearly  consumption  4,193,000  gallons,  equal  to  11,487 
gallons  per  day. 


Bearstone.  Bulk  purchase  (as  for  Woore).  Yearly  consumption  1,273,000,  equal  to  3,487  gallons  per  day.

Whilst  there  are  154  houses  in  Class  IV  it  is  estimated  that  37  of  these  could  be  dealt  with  under  the  1949 
Housing  Act. 

Housing  Act,  1949,  and  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1955.  Improvements  and  Conversions.  Circular 
36/54  dated  20th  April,  1954,  emphasized  the  need  to  secure  the  modernisation  of  structurally  sound  houses 
which  lack  up-to-date  amenities,  and  in  order  to  qualify  for  a  grant  the  proposals  should  provide  satisfactory 
accommodation  for  more  than  fifteen  years. 

At  first  sight  it  may  seem  undesirable  to  make  a  grant  for  a  scheme  of  improvement  or  conversion  which 
provides  for  a  useful  life  of  only  a  little  more  than  fifteen  years,  but  the  useful  life  of  a  building  may  be  determined 
by  factors  which  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  physical  condition  of  the  structure. 

The  total  amount  of  money  spent  on  the  improvements  to  a  house  is  not  restricted,  but  the  grant  is  limited 
to  half  cost  of  improvements  up  to  £400  maximum. 

Thirty-seven  applications  for  grant  were  received  during  1955.  Thirty-one  houses  were  completed  during 
the  year.  Twenty-four  houses  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  1955.  Four  applications  for  grant  were  withdrawn 
or  not  proceeded  with. 

Thirty-one  certificates  were  issued  for  a  total  grant  sum  of  £8,168,  average  grant  £263  10s.  Od.  per  house. 
Six  houses  qualified  for  the  maximum  grant. 

Forty-three  houses  have  now  been  brought  up  to  a  high  standard  under  this  Act. 

Council  Houses.  Housing  applications  on  the  Council’s  register  number  266  but  only  124  have  complied 
with  the  Council’s  regulation  requiring  renewal  every  six  months. 

Six  Council  houses  have  been  built  and  occupied  during  1955  at  Langley  Dale.  This  site  is  now  completed. 

Future  Development.  Twenty-two  houses  are  in  the  course  of  erection,  ten  of  which  are  bungalows  for  old 
people. 

Four  houses  at  Bletchley  Road,  Calverhall,  are  near  completion. 

Development  of  Manor  Fields  site  is  under  consideration  and  the  ultimate  replacement  of  these  unsatisfactory 
buildings. 

Proposals  are  being  considered  to  develop  on  land  adjacent  to  Hinstock  Hall. 
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Slum  clearance  no  doubt  will  have  to  take  priority  in  any  future  building. 

Temporary  Housing.  This  is  confined  to  fifty-one  dwellings  at  Manor  Fields,  Childs  Ercall,  and  it  is  intended 
that  these  should  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future. 

Houses  unfit  for  habitation.  Four  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

External  Painting.  Seventy-nine  have  been  painted  by  private  contract  during  the  year. 

Cooking  Grate  Replacements.  Fifty-four  obsolete  grates  have  been  replaced  with  Yorkist  No.  331  Combina¬ 
tion  Grates  during  the  year. 

General  Repairs  and  Maintenance  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff. 

Sale  of  Council  Houses.  One  house  has  been  sold  to  a  tenant  in  1955.  Only  two  houses  have  been  disposed 
of  up  to  date. 

Private  Houses.  Five  new  houses  have  been  built  during  1955. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Hodnet  Scheme  deals  with  the  whole  of  the  village  and  the  new  housing  site.  Proposals  are  under  considera¬ 
tion  for  connection  of  Hodnet  Rectory  to  sewer.  One  house  was  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year. 

The  sewage  disposal  plant  is  designed  to  deal  with  124  houses  at  30  gallons  per  day.  Ninety-nine  houses 
are  now  connected  and  a  further  twenty-three  will  be  connected  during  1956. 

Cheswardine.  The  Ministry’s  Inspector  visited  the  district  on  the  12th  August,  1955,  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
new  works  to  deal  with  Cheswardine  village,  and  also  Sowdley.  The  new  works  are  to  be  sited  at  Little  Sowdley. 
The  scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  £14,830  and  the  Ministry  has  approved  the  scheme  in  principle. 

Woore.  Proposals  have  also  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  the  sewers  and  disposal  works  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £24,000. 

Sewage  Effluent.  Three  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  Hodnet  and  Langley  Dale  disposal  works 
effluent  was  satisfactory.  Cheswardine  was  reported  as  unsatisfactory. 

Streams — Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1951.  The  Severn  River  Board  are  now  taking  an  active 
interest  in  the  pollution  of  streams  in  the  Severn  drainage  areas. 

Under  the  above  Act  it  is  illegal  to  : — 

(a)  bring  into  use  new  or  altered  outlets  for  discharge  of  trade  or  sewage  effluent  to  a  watercourse,  ditch,  etc. 

{b)  begin  to  make  any  new  discharge  of  trade  or  sewage  effluent  to  any  watercourse,  ditch,  etc.,  without 
the  consent  of  the  River  Board,  who  may  also  impose  conditions  for  such  discharges. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  refuse  vehicle  (fore  and  aft  tipping  type)  has  a  capacity  of  18  cubic  yards.  Driver  and  three  loaders  are 
now  employed. 

The  intervals  between  collections  is  approximately  16-17  days,  a  decrease  of  approximately  two  days  between 
previous  periods  when  two  loaders  were  employed. 

The  mileage  covered  during  collections  for  the  whole  district  is  407  miles  (approximately). 

There  are  2,162  Council  owned  bins  in  service  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  which  a  charge  of  5/-  per  annum 
is  made. 

VERMIN  CONTROL 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  The  operation  of  this  Act  continues  to  achieve  the  good  work 
in  the  elimination  of  the  rat  and  mice  infestation.  There  is  real  evidence  of  the  recognition  of  this  menace  by 
the  ready  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  and  owners  of  the  agricultural  properties  in  the  rural  area. 
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The  County  Pests  Department  relinquished  their  duties  in  the  treatment  of  agricultural  properties  at  the  end 
of  September,  1955,  The  number  of  properties  under  contract  at  that  date  was  forty-eight.  The  County  Council 
will  continue  to  treat  these  forty-eight  properties  until  the  contracts  expire.  The  Rural  Council  are  prepared  to 
continue  this  service  if  requested,  but  the  occupiers  of  agricultural  properties  are  encouraged,  and  if  necessary, 
instructed  in  the  treatment  of  their  premises.  Agricultural  properties  dealt  with  in  this  way  have  had  satisfactory 
results. 

Agricultural  contract  service  is  also  available  in  the  district.  This  service  is  carried  out  by  a  former  rodent 
operator  of  the  County  Pests  Department.  Seven  premises  have  been  treated  by  private  contract  as  a  result  of 
inspections  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Officer. 

The  use  of  “  Warfarin  ”  is  now  the  chief  weapon  in  the  destruction  of  rats  and  all  agricultural  occupiers 
where  treatment  is  required,  are  given  “  Notes  on  the  Use  of  Warfarin  on  Farms." 

Treatment  of  business  premises  is  done  on  an  hourly  basis,  but  here  again  encouragement  is  given  to  occupiers 
to  treat  their  own  premises. 

After  “  self  treatment  ”  a  further  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Officer  and  in  no  case  have  such 
inspections  given  adverse  results. 

Ten  schools  were  visited,  also  canteens  attached,  chiefly  for  mice  infestation.  Eleven  treatments  were  given. 
The  treatments  are  arranged  during  school  holidays. 

Fifteen  treatments  were  carried  out  on  refuse  tips  and  sixteen  treatments  on  sewage  works  for  minor 
infestations. 

Sewers  were  also  test  baited  at  Hodnet,  Childs  Ercall,  Norton-in-Hales  and  Cheswardine.  Two  sewers  were 
treated  for  minor  infestations.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  1949,  Regulation  20 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  empowered  under  the  above  Regulations  issued  four  Notices  requiring  heat 
treatment  of  infected  milk.  These  Notices  operate  after  adverse  reports  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s 
Inspector  are  received.  The  County  Health  Authority  notify  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Inspector  of  the 
results  of  samples  taken  by  that  Department.  The  sampling  of  the  milk  from  cows  on  the  farm  is  then  carried 
out  by  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Service.  On  the  elimination  of  the  infected  cow  the  notice  is  withdrawn. 
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Eleven  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  your  own  staff.  Six  were  sub-standard  (Methylene  Blue  Test), 
five  biological  samples  were  taken,  one  of  which  gave  positive  results  (i.e.,  infected  with  tuberculosis). 

There  are  ten  registered  distributors  in  the  district. 


THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  (SPECIFIED  AREAS)  ORDER,  1956 

The  above  provides  for  the  specification  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  of  these  areas  as  specified 
areas,  in  which  milk  of  “  Special  Designation  ”  only  may  be  sold  by  retail. 

The  Rural  District  will  be  included  in  the  above  Order  and  this  means  that  on  and  after  10th  April,  1956, 
all  dairymen  who  retail  milk  in  any  part  of  the  district  must  sell  the  milk  under  special  designation,  irrespective 
of  whether  the  premises  from  which  the  milk  is  retailed  are  inside  or  outside  the  area,  and  any  milk  which  is 
retailed  outside  the  specified  area  from  these  same  premises  must  also  be  sold  under  special  designation.

ICE  CREAM 

Twenty-one  premises  are  licensed  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  Of  the  thirteen  samples  taken  eleven  were 
grade  I,  one  sample  grade  II  and  one  sample  grade  IV.  This  unsatisfactory  sample  was,  according  to  the 
bacteriologist  of  the  suppliers  concerned,  due  to  the  breakdown  of  one  of  their  ageing  vats  which  was  withdrawn 
from  the  manufacturing  process. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  came  into  effect  on  January  1st,  1955,  and  is  now  the  chief  Act  for  the 
control  of  hygienic  handling  of  food  and  the  new  food  hygiene  regulations  for  enforcing  good  food  hygiene 
practice. 

The  Regulations  provide  for  the  provision  of  a  constant  water  supply  and  also  the  provision  of  hot  water 
supply  where  open  food  is  handled.  These  regulations  will  operate  from  1st  July,  1956. 

Food  premises  in  the  rural  area  are  confined  to  small  shops. 

CLEAN  FOOD  HANDBOOK 

This  handbook  was  prepared  under  the  direction  of  your  Medical  Officer,  the  object  of  which  was  to  focus 
the  attentions  of  both  food  handlers  and  the  general  public  on  cleanliness  in  relation  to  food,  and  seven  hundred 
of  these  were  sent  out  to  the  general  public.  In  his  introductory  remarks.  Dr.  Stewart  stated  that  harmful  germs 
should  be  completely  absent  from  food.  None  should  be  passed  by  handling  with  dirty  hands,  or  by  contamina¬ 
tion  from  animals  such  as  dogs,  cats,  rats  and  mice.  Hands  can  be  kept  clean  by  frequent  washing  and 
contamination  from  animals  can  be  prevented  by  the  total  exclusion  of  animals  from  shops  and  stores. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS 

Primary  education  is  available  in  each  parish.  Hodnet,  Adderley  and  Moreton  Saye  County  Schools  also 
provide  education  up  to  the  age  of  fourteen.  The  Grove  School  at  Market  Drayton  now  provides  additional 
accommodation.  Secondary  education  is  provided  at  the  County  Grammar  School,  Market  Drayton. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

The  social  life  of  a  rural  community  is  dependent  on  a  suitable  hall  where  entertainment  can  be  enjoyed 
without  resorting  to  long  distance  travel.  These  halls  help  in  no  small  way  in  keeping  together  and  creating  a 
friendly  feeling  of  one  large  family,  where  each  and  all  may  spend  a  few  leisure  hours  of  enjoyment. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  improvement  of  Calverhall  Village  Hall.  This  will  provide  for  better  amenities 
for  the  production  of  stage  plays  and  concerts,  and  also  for  better  provision  in  the  facilities  for  preparing  food 
on  social  evenings. 

Electricity  has  also  brought  modern  entertainment  by  the  introduction  of  television.  Forty-three  television 
sets  have  been  installed  during  1955  in  Council  houses,  bringing  the  total  to  one  hundred  and  fifty-three. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING  THE  YEAR 

Thirty-one  houses  have  had  new  drainage  systems  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  Where  piped  mains  supply 
was  not  available  the  houses  have  had  electric  pumps  installed  to  provide  a  piped  supply. 

Ten  domestic  properties  have  been  provided  with  a  piped  supply  from  the  Council’s  mains. 

Thirty-seven  houses  have  had  new  drainage  systems,  thirty-one  of  these  were  dealt  with  under  the  1949 
Housing  Act,  and  forty  other  houses  had  improvements  to  their  existing  drainage  systems. 

The  Manor  Fields  site  has  been  under  constant  review  during  the  year,  and  plans  have  been  prepared  to 
provide  for  thirty-six  permanent  dwellings  on  this  site,  and  demolish  the  fifty-one  temporary  bungalow  type 
dwellings. 

The  privately  owned  caravan  site  at  Stoke  Heath  is  licensed  for  forty-eight  vans.  Water  closet  accommodation 
for  both  sexes,  washing  facilities  and  bathrooms  provided. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  provide  electricity  mains  supply. 

In  this  report  I  have  endeavoured  to  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  Council  during  the  year, 
and  in  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committees  for  their  consideration  and 
help.  The  co-operation  of  the  staff  in  my  department  is  acknowledged,  and  also  the  help  given  by  the  Clerk  and 
his  staff.  Dr.  Stewart,  for  his  kind  and  considerate  administration.

Mr.  Riley,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : — 

The  steady  increase  in  the  volume  of  work  undertaken  in  all  branches  of  public  health,  together  with  other 
duties  of  a  combined  appointment,  during  1955,  has  meant  that  attention  to  routine  matters  such  as  inspection 
of  food  shops,  factories  and  sampling,  etc.,  has  had  to  be  sacrificed  in  the  interests  of  day  to  day  requirements. 

It  is,  however,  worthy  of  mention  that  my  pupil  assistant,  P.  Thomas,  entered  his  third  year  of  training,  which 
has  meant  that  he  has  been  able  to  play  an  increasingly  useful  part  in  the  work  of  the  department  and  my  thanks 
are  due  to  him  for  his  very  willing  and  valuable  assistance  in  this  respect. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  Some  justifiable  criticism  of  this  service,  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
frequency  of  collection,  was  made  during  the  major  part  of  the  year.  Difficulties  arose  from  the  continued 
operation  of  a  vehicle  which  was  mechanically  unsound  and  which  the  Council  had  decided  to  replace.  A  new 
vehicle  ordered  in  January  on  a  three  month  delivery  promise  was  not,  in  fact,  put  into  service  until  October. 
Industrial  unrest  and  a  revision  of  factory  arrangements  accounted  for  the  manufacturers  not  being  able  to  honour 
their  delivery  date.  The  discharge  of  certain  members  of  the  staff  for  unsatisfactory  service  and  the  time  lag 
in  securing  replacements  served  only  to  aggravate  this  problem.  Due  to  the  unusually  dry  summer  there  was 
also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  criticising  the  bin  changing  system  of  collection.  As  a  result  of 
these  complaints  and  with  the  commission  of  a  new  vehicle  the  Council  instituted,  for  a  trial  period,  a  new  method 
of  collection.  During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  the  collection  cycle  improved  considerably.  As  the 
Council  have  not  yet  considered  a  report  on  the  revised  working  arrangements,  comment  at  this  stage  would  be 
inappropriate. 

It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  the  Government  itself  saw  fit  to  increase  still  further  the  financial  burden  placed 
upon  local  authorities  in  providing  this  service  by  increasing  by  no  small  amount  the  cost  of  dustbins.  This 
came  about  by  increased  purchase  tax  imposed  in  the  Autumn  budget.  One  would  not  have  thought  that  any 
local  authority  had  a  burning  and  insatiable  desire  to  adorn  their  premises  with  more  of  these  “  luxuries  ”  than 
were  absolutely  necessary  to  discharge  their  responsibilities.  In  an  endeavour  to  offset  to  some  extent  this  increase 
in  cost  imposed  by  the  Government,  the  Council  were  considering  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  purchase  of  bins 
without  lids,  it  being  recognised  that  the  life  of  the  cover  exceeds  that  of  the  container. 

In  common  with  many  other  authorities  this  year,  a  serious  fire  had  to  be  dealt  with  at  Ruckley  Sidings. 
Unfortunately  this  meant  dismantling  part  of  the  completed  tipping  area.  The  close  proximity  of  the  railway 
to  this  site  is  a  hazard  which  must  be  faced  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  exercise  care  in  phasing  tipping  arrange¬ 
ments  to  minimise  this  risk.  During  the  year  the  paper  baling  shed  and  the  tip  attendant’s  hut  were  both  destroyed 
by  fire. 
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(b)  Sewage  Tank  Emptying.  The  emptying  of  tanks  in  the  area  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  machine 
of  the  Dawley  Urban  District  Council.  As  forecast  last  year,  the  demands  on  this  service  have  increased  still 
further.  To  supplement  this  service  the  Council  authorised  the  employment  of  a  private  contractor  but  up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  this  action  had  not  become  necessary. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  my  colleague,  Mr.  Adams  and  his  staff,  for  the  smooth  and  efficient  working 
of  these  arrangements. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  continued  to  be  well  served  by  the  two  statutory  undertakers.  East  Shropshire  Water  Board 
and  Wolverhampton  Corporation. 

A  scheme  prepared  by  Wolverhampton  Corporation  to  serve  the  Burnhill  Green  area  of  Seisdon  R.D.C. 
was  considered  by  the  Council  in  so  far  as  it  would  affect  the  Wildecote/Rushey  Lane  area  of  Shifnal  at  present 
served  by  polluted  private  wells  and  the  private  main  of  Lord  Dartmouth’s  estate. 

No  progress,  however,  can  be  reported  with  this  project. 

Both  public  and  private  supplies  have  been  regularly  subjected  to  bacteriological  examination. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Shifnal.  By  the  end  of  1954  materials  to  the  value  of  £3,000  had  been  received  for  the  modernisation  of 
these  works.  By  the  end  of  1955  no  work  had  been  started  on  the  site.  One  dares  to  hope  that  in  the  1956  report 
some  mention  may  be  made  of  works  in  progress. 

Albrighton.  The  further  deterioration  of  sewerage  facilities  in  this  area  caused  this  question  to  be  again 
considered  by  the  Council  as  a  matter  of  urgeney.  The  continuing  development  in  this  urbanised  part  of  the 
district  means  that  the  day  is  rapidly  approaching  when  sewage  will  be  flowing  continuously  in  an  open  course 
immediately  adjoining  the  A. 41  trunk  road.  This  prospect  in  a  populated  area  cannot  be  regarded  with 
complacency.  Whatever  restrictions  are  necessary  in  the  public  economy,  here  is  a  case  where  all  considerations 
must  be  subordinated  to  remedying  the  risk  to  public  health  which  undoubtedly  exists  in  this  locality.  The 
provision  of  a  new  outfall  sewer  of  adequate  size  and  the  construction  of  a  proper  storm  overflow  is  not  a  luxury, 
neither  can  it  be  postponed  any  longer  ;  it  must  receive  attention  without  further  delay. 

To  treat  efficiently  the  increasing  volume  of  sewage  it  is  necessary  again  to  stress  the  need  for  extension  of 
the  disposal  works.  Effluent  samples  show  a  high  suspended  solids  content  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing 
plant. 

Beckbury.  No  progress  can  be  reported  on  the  scheme  for  this  village  and  it  would  now  appear  without 
value  to  press  this  matter  until  the  Shifnal  and  Albrighton  schemes  are  well  under  way.  With  great  reluctance 
I  would  say  that  the  sewerage  prospects  for  this  village  at  the  present  time  are  far  from  bright. 

It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  carry  out  “  first  aid  ”  repairs  to  the  existing  village  disposal  system. 
This  should  be  regarded  as  a  danger  signal  heralding  further  expense  unless  the  new  scheme  is  carried  out  within 
a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

Badger.  By  arrangement  with  the  Estate  Company  with  interests  in  this  village,  the  Council  decided  to 
construct  a  sewer  and  disposal  plant  which  would  deal  with  sewage  from  the  private  estate  houses  in  addition 
to  the  development  planned  by  the  Council.  The  estate  company  are  anxious  to  modernise  their  houses  and 
the  provision  of  this  scheme  will  solve  the  sanitation  problem  in  all  cases. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  ministerial  embargo  will  not  prevent  this  scheme  being  carried  out,  which  will  do  much 
to  raise  the  housing  standard  in  this  pleasant  country  village. 

Arrangements  of  this  kind  might  well  be  kept  in  mind  when  schemes  of  housing  in  the  rural  parishes  are 
under  consideration. 

The  growth  in  the  number  of  small  sewage  plants  in  the  rural  parishes  raises  the  question  of  adequate 
supervision  and  maintenance  and  it  is  felt  that  the  present  arrangements  have  outlived  their  usefulness.  The 
successful  operation  of  these  small  disposal  plants  is  dependent  upon  regular  attention  by  a  member  of  the  sewage 
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works  staff.  The  Council  will,  therefore,  be  asked  in  1956  to  consider  revised  arrangements  for  maintenance 
in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  modernisation  of  the  Shifnal  Works. 

HOUSING 

(a)  Slum  Clearance  and  Unfit  Houses.  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act,  1954,  the  Council’s  proposals  for  dealing  with  unfit  properties  were  submitted  and  accepted  by 
the  Ministry. 

Individual  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  as  occasion  demanded  and  time  permitted. 

The  preparation  of  schemes  for  clearance  area  action  presents  a  problem  owing  to  the  understaffing  of  the 
department  and  the  heavy  commitments  of  day  to  day  requirements.  Whilst  one  feels  that  Section  II  action 
may  be  expedient  to  meet  this  difficulty  it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  clearance  area  action  allows  certain  factors 
to  be  taken  into  consideration  which  are  invalid  under  Section  II  procedure.  These  factors  may  have  a  weighty 
bearing  on  the  general  unfitness  of  an  area  and  if  waived  by  virtue  of  alternative  procedure  their  absence 
correspondingly  weakens  the  local  authority’s  case.  This  must  inevitably  increase  the  chances  of  successful 
appeals  to  the  County  Court. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  has  further  reduced  the  number  of  huts  still  retained  as  dwellings  at 
Tong  and  Neachley.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  specific  plans  will  be  formulated  during  the  coming  year  to  eliminate 
completely  this  black  spot  of  housing. 

(b)  Council  Building.  The  Council  progressed  further  during  the  year  in  the  development  of  their  sites  in 
the  two  urbanised  parishes  of  Shifnal  and  Albrighton.  In  addition,  work  proceeded  for  the  provision  of  ten 
dwellings  at  Sheriffhales,  six  at  Stirchley  and  two  at  Norton.  Schemes  were  also  considered  for  the  provision  of 
ten  dwellings  at  Badger  and  six  at  Sutton  Hill.  These  latter  schemes  will  provide  for  rehousing  families  from 
unfit  houses  in  addition  to  normal  agricultural  needs. 

The  Council  opened  negotiations  with  the  owners  of  back  land  on  the  west  side  of  High  Street,  Shifnal, 
with  a  view  to  demolishing  some  nine  unfit  properties  on  the  frontage  and  redeveloping  the  site.  The  successful 
conclusion  of  these  negotiations  will  not  only  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  slum  clearance  programme 
but  will  provide  an  additional  site  for  housing  without  having  to  acquire  further  agricultural  land.  An  added 
desirable  feature  is  that  the  proposed  development  would  be  well  within  the  clearly  defined  boundaries  of  the 
town,  thus  preventing  an  urban  sprawl.  There  is,  1  feel,  further  scope  in  the  town  for  this  type  of  development. 

(c)  Private  enterprise  building.  There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  building  activity  mainly  confined  to 
Shifnal  and  Albrighton.  The  gradual  development  of  higher  grade  houses  and  bungalows  in  Haughton  Lane 
will  eventually  provide  a  pleasing  residential  area  which  will  be  both  attractive  and  a  valuable  asset  to  the  district. 
Available  building  land  in  Albrighton  is  rapidly  disappearing  and  in  my  view  attempts  to  spread  development 
beyond  well  defined  limits  must  be  resisted. 

1  feel  that  in  my  capacity  as  Surveyor  more  time  could  be  spent  with  profit  on  building  sites  for  the  purpose 
of  ensuring  compliance  with  the  building  byelaws.  For  reasons  already  stressed  this  is  not  possible. 

(c)  Improvement  Grants.  In  my  last  report  1  anticipated  a  still  greater  interest  in  this  aspect  of  housing. 
This  anticipation  has  been  amply  justified  and  an  increasing  amount  of  time  is  devoted  to  advising  applicants 
on  this  subject  and  to  the  examination  of  schemes.  Having  regard  to  the  high  standard  of  resultant  dwellings 
which  is  true  of  most  cases,  1  feel  that  time  occupied  in  this  aspect  of  public  health  is  well  worth  while  and  makes 
a  valuable  contribution  to  the  housing  standards  of  the  district. 

During  the  year  38  applications  for  grant  were  approved  and  21  schemes  were  completed  and  the  grants 
paid. 

The  main  dilficulty  now  appears  to  be  in  persuading  builders  to  tender  for  these  jobs.  The  building  labour 
in  the  area  seems  to  be  saturated  and  this,  I  think,  helps  to  send  up  still  further  the  already  high  cost  of  building 
operations. 

(d)  Rent  Certificates.  No  application  was  received  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

The  proper  discharge  of  functions  under  the  Planning  Act  and  Regulations  must  have  some  bearing  on 
the  general  public  health.  The  Plans  Committee  of  the  Council  have  always  exercised  to  the  full  their  opportunity 
to  make  comments  and  observations  to  the  Salop  County  Council,  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  final  decisions  in 
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planning  matters.  The  co-ordination  of  this  aspect  of  work  has  proceeded  very  smoothly  and  a  common  outlook 
is  shared  by  both  authorities  on  most  applications.  Relations  with  the  County  Planning  Officer  and  his  staff 
are  most  cordial  and  the  close  consultation  between  the  two  departments  has  been  productive,  1  feel,  of  much 
good  work. 

During  the  year  the  County  Planning  Authority  prepared  a  draft  Green  Belt  map  which,  in  conjunction 
with  other  Planning  Authorities,  is  designed  to  preserve  the  rural  character  of  an  area  in  depth  around  the 
conurbations  of  the  Black  Country.  This  affects  the  eastern  side  of  the  Council’s  district,  and  after  consideration 
of  the  area  involved  the  authority  decided  to  support  the  County  Council  in  their  scheme. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  withdrawal  of  the  A.E.C.  from  the  field  of  rodent  control  during  the  year  brought  the  treatment  and 
enforcement  aspects  of  this  work  under  the  control  of  the  one  authority.  In  order  to  ensure  that  this  aspect  of 
the  work  received  due  attention  a  sub-committee  of  three  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Chairman 
of  Public  Health  Committee  and  one  member,  was  set  up  with  delegated  powers  to  authorise  the  service  of  notices, 
demands  for  payments  and  to  recommend  legal  proceedings  where  necessary. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  establishment  of  this  sub-committee  is  certain  evidence  of  the  Council’s 
determination  to  discharge  fearlessly  their  duties  and  responsibilities  under  the  Act. 

Fourteen  notices  under  Section  6  were  served,  involving  block  treatment  in  three  cases  of  land  in  the 
occupation  of  different  persons.  One  notice  was  served  under  Section  4. 

There  is  still  too  much  reluctance  on  the  part  of  many  farmers  to  appreciate  the  excellent  service  at  moderate 
rates  offered  by  the  local  authority.  In  fact,  the  high  standard  of  work  done — for  which  due  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  Joint  Committee’s  operators — has  on  many  occasions  made  it  difficult  to  convince  farmers  of  the 
need  to  continue  in  the  scheme.  There  is  still  prevalent  among  some  a  state  of  mind  that  likes  to  see  dead  rats 
everywhere  as  evidence  of  money  well  spent  (forgetting  the  damage  already  done)  rather  than  regard  a  contract 
as  an  “  insurance  policy  ”  to  keep  the  premises  free  of  rats.  Is  this  a  testimony  to  the  healthy  and  thriving  state 
of  the  agricultural  industry  to-day  ? 

The  Council  continued  to  participate  in  the  joint  scheme  and  received  satisfactory  service  both  from  the 
Committee’s  administrative  staff  at  Wellington  and  the  operators  who  have  worked  in  this  district. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Figures  are  given  elsewhere  of  the  number  of  licensed  caravans  in  the  district.  The  Council  rightly  view 
with  concern  the  applications  which  are  submitted  as  almost  a  regular  feature  of  the  monthly  report. 

Whilst  the  National  Caravan  Council  continue  to  sing  the  praises  and  virtues  of  living  in  a  cleverly  planned 
“  box  on  wheels,”  I  feel  that  the  tendency  of  many  people  to  live  from  choice  in  caravans  as  permanent  dwellings 
is  a  feature  of  modern  life  which  requires  careful  study  and  national  review. 

Although  the  Council  will  not  countenance  converted  buses  and  similar  contraptions  in  their  area,  never¬ 
theless  there  is  a  danger  that  the  traditional  caravan,  excellent  though  it  may  be,  may  go  a  long  way  towards 
impairing  the  rural  beauty  of  the  countryside. 

One  sympathizes  with  and  perhaps  admires  those  who  have  resorted  to  caravans  to  solve  housing  problems, 
but  the  easing  of  the  housing  situation  does  not  seem  to  coincide  with  any  lessening  of  caravan  use  for  residential 
purposes.  Surely  it  must  be  agreed  that  although  it  forms  a  useful  expedient  in  a  difficult  situation,  the  modern 
caravan  was  never  intended  for  permanent  use  as  a  dwelling.  Finally,  the  trade  and  commercial  interests  do  not 
help  to  solve  this  problem. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT 

Burial  duties  under  this  Act  were  carried  out  in  two  cases. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Although  the  amount  of  slaughtering  carried  on  in  the  district  cannot  be  described  as  heavy,  nevertheless 
it  involves  a  daily  task  which  presents  yet  another  reason  for  staff  review. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  again  that  100%  inspection  of  meat  derived  from  home  slaughter  has  been 
carried  out.  Details  of  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  given  from  time 
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to  time  in  the  monthly  reports  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  only  by  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  meat 
inspectors  is  diseased  meat  prevented  in  many  cases  from  finding  its  way  to  the  consumer. 

I  would  thank  my  colleagues  of  the  Wellington  R.D.C.  for  deputizing  for  me  when  necessary  in  this  branch 
of  work. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  prospect  of  the  operation  of  new  regulations  early  in  1956  raises  in  acute  form  the  attention  at  present 
given  to  food  establishments.  With  the  expanded  scope  of  these  regulations  it  is  imperative,  in  my  view,  that 
more  attention  should  be  given  to  the  conditions  under  which  food  is  handled  and  sold  to  the  public.  With  the 
present  staffing  of  the  department  this,  unfortunately,  is  not  possible. 

During  the  year  one  unsatisfactory  food  shop  was  completely  rebuilt  whilst  another  was  drastically  re¬ 
equipped.  In  both  cases  benefit  resulted  both  to  the  interests  of  hygiene  and  the  trade. 

Samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  from  time  to  time.  It  was  not  found 
possible  to  take  any  ice  cream  samples.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

As  in  the  past  few  years  the  refuse  collection  service  in  the  district  has  managed  to  get  through  in  spite  of  the 
labour  difficulties  which  have  now  become  so  common  that  remarks  on  this  subject  from  previous  reports  would 
only  be  repetition.  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  feel  sure  that  the  number  of  men  at  present  employed  on  this  service 
is  more  than  adequate  to  ensure  a  fortnightly  collection  were  it  not  for  the  sickness  and  absenteeism  which  appears 
to  be  so  prevalent  amongst  many  classes  of  the  community. 

Complaints  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  concerning  the  non-collection  of  refuse  and  these  in  the  main 
have  been  due  to  labour  troubles  but  other  cases  have  been  noted  of  the  refuse  collectors  refusing  to  empty  bins 
which  have  contained  very  foul  and  offensive  matter  which  obviously  should  have  been  burned  or  buried.  Wherever 
possible  householders  are  advised  on  this  matter  although  the  role  of  an  adviser  or  peacemaker  is  not  always 
easy  where  the  tempers  of  both  refuse  collector  and  householder  have  been  frayed  as  a  result  of  lack  of  tact  in 
the  case  of  both  parties. 

Properties  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district  continue  to  be  brought  into  the  scavenging  scheme  as  dust  bins 
are  provided  and  there  are  comparatively  few  properties  in  the  district  now  which  are  not  having  a  regular 
collection.  It  is  surprising,  however,  to  see  the  varied  types  of  container  which  householders  like  to  describe 
as  a  proper  sanitary  dustbin,  and  this  position  can  only  be  clarified  if  the  Council  eventually  adopt  a  bin  provision 
scheme  where  standard  bins  are  provided  throughout  the  district. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continues  to  be  by  the  tipping  method  and  on  the  two  main  tips  in  the  area  a  man  is 
engaged  for  the  major  part  of  his  time  on  levelling  and  keeping  the  tips  tidy,  and  this  has  resulted  in  few  complaints 
being  made. 

The  possibility  of  using  the  Humber  Arm,  a  disused  canal,  for  tipping  did  not  materialize  owing  to  the  cost 
which  would  have  been  incurred  in  fencing  and  drainage  and  it  was  with  regret  that  this  project  had  to  be 
abandoned.

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DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Rat  Control.  The  Council  continued  during  the  year  as  a  constituent  member  of  the  North-East  Salop 
Joint  Pests  Scheme  which  again  can  claim  to  have  had  a  successful  year. 

A  matter  of  major  importance  which  occurred  during  the  year  was  the  handing  over  by  the  Salop  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  of  all  contracts  in  the  district  on  agricultural  and  other  premises,  to  the  Council.  This 
is  a  move  which  has  been  advocated  by  local  authorities  in  general  for  several  years  and  the  destruction  of  rats 
should  be  a  matter  much  easier  to  control  by  one  authority  rather  than  two.  As  the  A.E.C.  contracts  have 
expired,  renewal  of  the  contracts  has  been  made  with  the  Council  in  a  good  number  of  cases,  while  in  others, 
farmers  claim  to  be  able  to  deal  with  the  problem  themselves. 

To  enable  this  additional  work  to  be  undertaken,  the  Joint  Pests  Committee  engaged  a  further  rodent 
operator,  who  was  previously  in  the  employ  of  the  A.E.C. 

Vermin  Control.  One  or  two  isolated  cases  of  fleas  were  reported  and  were  effectively  dealt  with. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  have  continued  to  give  attention  to  various  schemes  in  the  Council’s  area. 
The  laying  of  water  mains  in  the  village  of  Tibberton  has  now  been  completed  and  properties  are  being  connected. 

The  new  borehole  at  Standford  Bridge  was  completed  and  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  proved 
satisfactory  in  every  way. 

A  commencement  was  made  on  extending  the  water  mains  from  High  Ercall  to  the  village  of  Rodington 
where  the  quality  and  quantity  of  water  for  many  years  has  been  very  doubtful. 

The  scheme  for  provision  of  water  mains  in  the  village  of  Longdon  has  not  yet  received  Ministry  approval 
and  the  householders  in  this  village  seem  likely  to  have  to  “  put  up  with  it  ”  for  a  little  longer. 

The  scheme  for  improving  the  Board’s  supply  to  parts  of  the  Wellington  Rural  Parish  have  been  approved 
and  work  on  this  scheme  should  not  be  long  delayed. 

Other  schemes  considered  by  the  Board  included  the  villages  of  Cherrington  and  Crudgington. 

Chlorination.  All  public  supplies  under  the  control  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  are  chlorinated 
at  source  with  the  exception  of  the  Charlton  supply  which  is  derived  from  a  spring. 

Sampling.  Details  of  the  water  samples  taken  during  the  year  are  detailed  below  — 

Eighteen  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  the  mains  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water 
Board,  one  of  which  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  addition,  a  total  of  69  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies  including  wells  and  boreholes  in  the  district  ;  68  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
one  for  chemical  examination.  Thirty-three  of  these  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory  bacteriologically  and  none 
chemically.  In  all  cases  the  householders  drawing  supplies  from  these  sources  were  advised  to  take  the  precaution 
of  boiling  the  water  before  drinking  or  using  for  domestic  purposes. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  on  the  Edgmond  sewerage  scheme  proceeded  throughout  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  all  sewers 
had  been  laid  and  finishing  off  work  at  the  Sewage  Works  and  Pumping  Stations  was  all  that  remained.  No 
properties  had  been  connected  to  the  sewer  by  the  end  of  the  year  although  many  enquiries  had  been  made  by 
householders  who  were  only  too  anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  providing  modern  sanitation 
in  place  of  the  primitive  conditions  with  which  they  have  had  to  contend  for  so  many  years. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  scheme  for  extending  the  Hadley  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
The  Consulting  Engineer  has  requested  the  sinking  of  trial  holes  to  obtain  information  which  will  be  useful  to 
him  in  the  design  of  the  Works.  1  have  expressed  for  so  many  years  now  the  hope  that  these  works  will  be  able 
to  be  maintained  without  anything  serious  arising — 1  would  change  my  hopes  this  year  to  a  silent  prayer. 
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At  the  Donnington  Sewage  Disposal  Works  the  repair  works  to  the  gasholder  of  the  sludge  digestion  plant 
were  agreed  by  the  Ministry  and  the  work  carried  out.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  gasholder  was  again  in 
commission  and  the  sludge  digestion  plant  working  satisfactorily. 

The  scheme  for  the  village  of  Roden  has  been  pressed  by  the  C.W.S.,  who  have  offered  a  handsome 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  have  some  bearing  and  influence  on  the 
Ministry’s  decision  when  the  scheme  is  submitted  for  approval. 

The  Consulting  Engineer  has  been  requested  to  proceed  with  the  detailed  plans  for  the  Lilleshall  scheme 
but  apart  from  this,  there  are  no  other  schemes  requiring  special  mention. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  has  operated  during  the  year  with  little  trouble  apart  from  more  frequent  maintenance  of  the 
vehicle  ;  this  is  not  surprising  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  work  undertaken.  It  is  likely  that  during  the 
course  of  the  next  twelve  months  the  Council  will  be  faced  with  the  replacement  of  this  vehicle  by  a  new  machine. 

HOUSING 

Representations  of  unfit  houses  during  the  year  resulted  in  Demolition  Orders  being  made  on  43  houses. 
Closing  Orders  on  one  house  and  a  total  of  14  houses  demolished.  These  figures  reveal  increased  activity  in  the 
field  of  slum  clearance  as  envisaged  by  the  Ministry.  Also  in  this  connection  the  Council’s  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  respecting  eight  houses  at  Ketley  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  and  a  Clearance  Order  in  respect  of 
nine  more  houses  in  Ketley  was  awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Ministry. 

In  formulating  proposals  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  the 
Council  decided  for  the  first  twelve  months  to  further  their  slum  clearance  programme  by  concentrating  on  unfit 
houses  in  the  Wellington  Rural  parish,  and  work  of  inspecting  and  representing  these  houses  is  progressing. 
In  all,  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  500  houses  in  the  area  will  require  demolition  within  a  period  of  ten 
years. 

The  developments  of  Council  Estates  at  Ketley  and  Hadley  have  been  the  major  schemes  during  the  year 
although  the  erection  of  houses  and  bungalows  on  undeveloped  sites  on  the  Donnington  Estate  is  also  taking 
shape. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Continued  interest  in  Improvement  Grants  has  again  been  shown  during  the  year  when  applications 
numbering  53  were  approved,  the  total  value  of  grants  being  over  £15,000.  By  the  end  of  the  year  work  had 
been  completed  in  respect  of  29  applications  involving  approximately  £7,000  in  grants. 

Assistance  and  advice  is  given  to  any  applicant  for  improvement  grant  and  interest  in  the  scheme  shows 
no  sign  of  slackening. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  total  number  of  licences  granted  during  the  year  to  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings  was  27. 

In  a  case  where  the  applicant  appealed  against  the  Council’s  refusal  of  a  licence  to  station  vans  on  a  site  at 
Ketley  the  appeal  was  allowed  by  the  local  Magistrates  subject  to  conditions  involving  the  provision  of  drainage, 
sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply.  The  van  dwellers  could  hardly  have  realised  the  amount  or  cost  of 
the  work  involved  as  they  subsequently  sold  the  site  and  left  the  district. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  inspection  of  meat  in  the  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  has  again  been  maintained  at  100% 
with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  butchers.  The  general  quality  of  the  meat  from  animals  slaughtered  has  been 
of  a  very  high  standard.  Only  in  one  slaughterhouse,  where  there  is  often  slaughtering  of  casualty  animals,  was 
the  incidence  of  condemnation  rather  high,  as  might  be  expected.

ICE  CREAM 

The  total  number  of  premises  now  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice  cream  in  the  district  is  51.  Only  12 
samples  were  taken  at  random  during  the  year  and  of  these  10  were  placed  in  Grade  I  and  one  in  Grade  II,  the 
remaining  sample  being  spoiled  before  reaching  the  laboratory. 

FOOD  BYE-LAWS 

Much  publicity  has  been  given  in  the  national  press  during  the  year  to  the  new  food  regulations  which  will 
come  into  operation  in  the  coming  year.  New  regulations  are  always  subject  to  the  usual  criticism  of  not  going 
far  enough  or  being  full  of  anomalies  and  these  criticisms  may  be  applied  by  some  to  these  regulations,  but  all 
must  agree  that  they  are  a  considerable  advance  on  previous  legislation  affecting  food  premises  and  the  handling 
of  food.  1  look  with  confidence  to  all  persons  concerned  for  ready  co-operation  in  seeing  that  these  regulations 
are  complied  with  in  a  sensible  and  practical  way. 

The  number  of  cases  of  improvements  in  food  premises  have  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
but  much  more  activity  in  this  direction  is  anticipated  during  the  coming  year. 

FOOD  POISONING 

Four  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated  during  the  year  and  although  the  usual  symptoms 
of  food  poisoning  were  present,  in  no  case  was  there  any  positive  result  obtained. 

MORTUARY 

If  proof  should  be  needed  for  the  necessity  of  a  public  mortuary  the  figures  of  the  number  of  bodies  received 
per  annum  should  confirm  it.  During  the  year  under  review  and  total  of  77  bodies  were  received  into  the 
mortuary  while  in  1951,  its  first  year  of  operation,  only  35  bodies  were  received. 
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GENERAL  STATISTICS 

Despite  the  indications  of  local  growth  and  prosperity,  particularly  in  the  more  industrial  parts,  little  change 
in  population  has  been  shewn  by  the  Registrar  General  in  his  Annual  Estimated  Returns.  The  grand  total  over 
the  whole  area  is  lower  than  for  1954  and  this  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  definitely  decreased  estimates  for 
two  of  the  rural  areas.  As  these  populations  depend  in  some  measure  on  the  presence  of  service  personnel  it 
may  be  that  changes  in  this  may  account  for  the  fall  in  numbers. 

As  this  report  is  confined  to  1955  no  account  has  been  taken  of  the  revaluation  figures  which  will  materially 
alter  the  financial  statement. 

In  the  field  of  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  noted  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  lower  and  the  General  Death  Rate  is 
higher  than  in  1955.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The  causes  of  death  are  tabulated 
and  the  numbers  dying  from  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  can  be  compared  with  earlier  years — a  comparison  which 
commands  much  attention  at  the  moment.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  ALLIED  DISEASES 

As  has  been  stated  earlier  there  have  been  many  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  A  handful  of 
notifications  for  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  spread  over  the  district  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 
There  were  a  limited  number  of  cases  of  Food  Poisoning,  but  otherwise  there  were  few  infectious  conditions 
which  caused  concern  or  anxiety.  Tuberculosis  shewed  a  rise,  almost  general,  in  the  totals  in  the  Register  but 
there  have  been  fewer  deaths  and  such  as  were  have  been  confined  to  the  middle  and  late  age  group.
